Hence it is very im- 
portant that farmers should ascertain 
whether the grain they are holding foi 
eed possesses the vitality necessary to 
prodace a gaod crop.

FALL WHEAT. 


The MacLeod Gazzette publishes the 
fellawing by C. Kettles, of Pincher 
Creek, Alberta: 

I have been growing fall whest with 
unvarying success for the last Len 
years, having threshed from 40 to 63 
bushels per acre, according to the sea- 
con 

My «custom has been to summer fal- 
low the land. plowing deeply in June 
eultivating weekly with a disc harrow 
glterwands, I sow between the mid- 
dik of July and the middle of August, 
to as to get a stiong growth and a 
good root. I find it makes na differ« 
eee whether we have snow to cover it 
or not, as the rank growth oi wheat 
itvel? is sufficient mulch, 

I favoar aating it down a little im the 
fall if it is altogether too high, and 
in fact it is surprising bow mucly eat- 
ing down it will stand and still make 
a goal crap, but I iind if it is caten 
down, to the ground it will not give co 
large a yield, nor ripen se early, li 
ripens between the woth July and tho 
end of Augu’t according to the sea- 
ron, I have never treated the seed 
with any kind of smut preparation, yet 
l have sever seen a grain of sinut, ai 
though «poring wheat grown in -the 
same tield alongside has heen ‘haif or 
more smut, 1 tind Dawson's Golden 
Chaff to be the best variety ‘or this 
country. 

I have experimented thorcughty with 
fall wheat and find it to be the safest, 
heardiest and surest crop we can grow 
in this district, as well as giving the 
greatest yield and being entirely free 
trom smut, Besides, it gives the farm- 
ec a turther adva tage in the way*of 
time, amd is a sure way of cleaning 
weedy, dirty .or wornout land. Phe 
ploughing and reeaing being done af- 
ter spring crops are in aad before hay- 
ing commences, gives him time to haul 
his manace and clean up generally, in 
iret I cannot over-recommend it.
